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A Good Way to Start 


The new year, as every new year does, 
brings to Edmonton property-owning tax- 
payers an official invitation to save 
money by prepaying their taxes. It is an 
opportunity which they have been turning 
to account in steadily growing numbers 
year after year. There are several rea- 
sons to think the spread will continue and 
that this year prepayments will again set 
a new mark, 

The financial consideration works out 
at about 2 per cent. That is not a high 
rate of “interest,” but since taxes have to 
be paid one may as well make the saving 
as leave the money lying idle in the mean- 
time, earning nothing. If one could clip 2 
per cent off all the household and personal 
expenses of the year, he could buy a few 
Dominion war bonds without having to 
cut down his standard of living. And the 
Dominion is going to be asking for money 
one of these days. 

Then there is the consideration that 
when taxes have been paid they have been 
paid, and that item is struck off the list of 
troubles to come. ‘That is something 
worth thinking about. Nobody was ever 
sorry for having paid a debt before it vas 
due, pocketed the discount, and got the 
thing off his mind. 


Alberta Sets the Pace 


The people of Alberta bave cause for 
lively satisfaction in the response they 
have made to the appeal for funds to en- 
able the Red Cross to carry on its peace- 
time work and also undertake the heavy 
and costly duty of looking after our sol- 

‘diers oversea. They were asked to 
subscribe $150,000, as a minimum; they 
have contr’ buted twice the amount. 

No other province has done as well. 
Alberta has given a lead which should 
shame the backward ones and may inspire 
some to raise more than was asked. That 
is to be hoped, fer there is no practical 
possibility that the fund will grow beyond 
the need. 

Should the Canadian fund by good for- 
tune exceed the cost of the presently fore- 
seeable services for which the appeal was 
made, there is a new and terrible need in 
Turkey for supplies of all sorts, medical 
requirements, food and clothing particu- 
larly. A death list of 40,000 from the 
earthquakes there probably means that 
two or three or five times this number are 
homeless and destitute, many of them 
suffering injuries, 

No Red Cross contributor would object 
if money over and above the amount 
needed for the stated objects were used to 
send medical and other needed supplies to 
that stricken area. 


Making Headway 


It is to be said for 1939 that it dealt 
more kindly with Albertans than most of 
the years of the decade which came to an 
end with its close. It probably brought 
improvement in conditions to more classes 
of our population than any of the others. 

Wheat prices were down as compared 
with 1938, but a heavy crop is going some 
way to make up for the gross shrinkage in 
returns, Stock prices registered sub- 
stantial gains. The sugar-beet growers in 
the southern part of the province gathered 
a good crop, which brought them better 
prices than for many years, For the first 


ten months of the year coal production 
showed a gain of 300,000 tons. For the 
same period oil production expanded 
550,000 barrels, A ik wn 2d car loads of 


salt were produced at the McMurray 
workings. 

New industries of many kinds comin; 
into operation in the towns and cities, with 
a building program large in itself though 
smaller than that of the preceding year 
were features of urban activity. Some of 
the new manufacturing plants and store 
buildings are unusually large and costly, 
and will give employment to hundreds of 
people, 

Contributing directly to Alberta busi- 
ness, $2,000,000 worth of gold was pro- 
duced at Yellowknife, and radium worth 
still more than that at Bear Lake. 

There was during the year a large in- 
crease in the number of Albertans who had 
employment, and—what does not always 
follow—a decrease in the number of 
registered unemployed.

At the End of a Month 


For a whole month the Finns have 
successfully withstood the assault of 
Russia’s Red army, navy and air force; not 
only held back the invaders, but inflicted 
heavy losses upon them, and wound up the 
month with a signal victory. At the end 
of the month-long struggle Stalin con- 
fronted the choice that he must heavily 
reinforce his already superior forces or 
abandon the enterprise and leave the Finns 
in peace. 

There is no doubt which he will do. To 
admit defeat would leave his own reputa- 
tion as flat as that of his army. More and 
more troops will be sent to freeze, starve 
and be killed in the Finnish wastes. What 
are a few more thousands of Russian 
corpses to him if their bones pave his path- 
way to a conqueror’s glory and restored 
prestige? 

The attack on Finland was not an ex- 
plosion due to a suddenly-developed crisis. 
All the evidence is that it had been long 
prepared for. It was started when the 
time was supposed to be ripe for an easy 
victory, It was deliberately provoked, by 
demands which no independent people 
could be expected to concede. Stalin chose 
his time, and launched the blow wher 
frozen lakes would provide a highway for 
the Soviet’s motorized fighting machines 
and transport. Czechoslovakia had been 
destroyed, Poland crushed, three small 
Baltic states frightened into submission. 
If ever the Finns could be expected to yield 
without a fight, or be easily overcome, 
Stalin chose the right moment. 

It turned out that the Finns had more 
courage than they were credited with. So 
the war that was to be won quickly has 
degenerated into a killing match. The 
question is how many Russians will have 
to be sacrificed before the half million 
Finnish soldiers and volunteers from 
abroad are beaten. That is not a question 
Stalin needs to bother about at the mo- 
ment, though it may turn out later that his 
Red soldiers are less willing to be killed 
than he is to have them killed. But should 
that situation develop, there is nothing to 
prevent making Molotoff the scape-goat.

Of course, you're more or less familiar with 
the Shakespeare-Bacon controversy. Scholars 
find it difficult to believe that the butcher's son of 
Stratford in an illiterate age, given to poaching 
and figuring as Exhibit B in a shotgun marriage 
while still in his teens, could produce the mar- 
veilous poetic dramas attributed 
to him. That he became an actor 
at the Globe theatre at a time 
when an Act of Parliament 
blanketed “actors, rogues and vagabonds” as 
vagrants to be arrested on sight, is admitted. 
That he might have been endowed by some 
freak of Nature with high poetic genius is ad- 
mitted too. John Keats was a hospital attendant, 
and the son of a livery stable keeper. Burns was 
a beer gauger and son of a ploughman, while 
poor Chatterton, committing suicide at 17 be- 
cause he had attributed his poems to a 15th Cen- 
tury writer, might have become another Shake- 
speare but for his fatal inferiority complex, was 
an orphan in a Blue Coat school. But how does 
it come, ask the scoffing scholars, that Shake- 
speare, without any education, wrote dramas 
that bespeak knowledge of ancient and modern 
history, of French and Latin and a sure know- 
ledge of law? 


So they fall back upon the theory that the 
poems were “pot-boilers,” written by the illus- 
trious Francis Bacon, lawyer, courtier and phil- 
osopher and later Viscount St. Albans, Lord 
Chancellor of England. Shakespeare fathered 
thern, so they theorize, because Bacon dare not 
let it be known that he had anything to do with 
such a discreditable thing as the stage in his day.

Before many weeks are over a new theory 
will be advanced, aid “proofs” be published in 
the “Scientific American.” Where the Baconian 
theory rested on reason, the new theory will in- 
voke science, It will assert that the true author 
of the Shakespeare plays was the seventeenth 
Earl of Oxford, Edward 
de Vere, remembered in 
history as an Elizabethan 
court poet. How does Sci- 
ence go about the proof? There are three well- 
known portraits of Shakespeare, showing the 
massive, dome-like forehead that opponents cf 
the Baconian theory say is the first evidence 
that the man portrayed as Shakespeare was 
mentally well-developed. 

The “Oxford” school, headed by Charles W. 
Barrell, American secretary of the Shakespeare 
Fellowship, claims that these are real portraits 
of the poet, but that he was the Earl of Oxford 
and not the manager of the Globe theatre. They 
invoke X-rays and infra-red rays to support 
their claim that the three portraits were “doc- 
tored” after the Earl's death, because his family 
feared the odium that would come to them if it 
became known that he was the author of the 
Shakespeare plays.

The three portraits are the half-length panel 
belonging to the British Royal Family, on exhi- 
bition at Hampton Court Palace; the head-and- 
bust panel known as the “Jansen” portrait own- 
ed by the Folger Shakespeare Library at Wash- 
ington and the three-quarter length canvas 
known as the “Ashbourne.”

World Wheat Situation 


With recurring reports of continued damage 
fo growing wheat crops from excessive rains 
and frost in Argentina and drought in the United 
States, combined with the probable reduction in 
the acreage sown to wheat next spring in conti- 
nental Europe as a result of war conditions, the 
outlook for those countries with abundant sup- 
plies from 1939 crops is greatly improved, and 
any doubt as to their disposition at more re- 
munerative prices has disappeared, This situa- 
tion is particularly favorable to Canada where 
a crop of nearly half a billion bushels wes 
harvested in 1939 and a large surplus is available 
for export. Prices haye been buoyant during 
recent weeks and with the increased activity in 
shipments to Great Britain, the Canadian posi- 
tion has been greatly improved, 

Wheat harvesting is well under way in the 
southern hemisphere, There was some decrease 
in the acreage sown and serious reduction in 
yields is anticipated in Argentina. The first 
official estimate of the crop places the outturn 
at 147 million bushels; in only two of the last 
twenty-four years has the Argentine crop been 
so small, The 1938-39 crop amounted to 336 
million bushels, the largest with the exception 
of that in 1928-29 when the outturn was 349 
million bushels; the average yield during the 
past five years was 231 million bushels. The 
carry-over from the bumper crop of 1938-39 was 
the largest on record so that after full allowance 
is made for domestic requirements of 95 mil- 
lion bushels, the total available for export will 
not be much less than normal, it was reported, 
however, that a large proportion of these sup- 
plies were purchased by the British and French 
governments last August. 

In Australia, growing conditions were more 
favorable and harvesting has proceeded rapidly. 
Yields are turning out much better than was 
anticipated earlier in the season, and the second 
official estimate of the crop places the outturn 
at 18242 million bushels. This compares with 154 
million last season and a five-year average is 
158 million bushels. Stocks remaining from last 
year’s crop are placed at 35 million bushels so 
that total supplies available in the 1939-40 
season are approximately 217 million bushels, 
Of this, 55 million are required for domestic 
needs, leaving 162 million bushels available for 
export, or somewhat more than twice the 
Broomhal! estimate of shipments of 80 million 
bushels, 

World wheat production in 1939-40 is now 
placed at 4,227 million bushels or about 375 mil- 
lion bushels less than in 1938-39, Stocks carried 
over are reported at 1,165 million bushels or 
only slightly less than the record of 1934, The 
increase in the carry-over on July 1, 1939, as 
compared with the previous year—600 million 
bushels—more than offsets the estimated decline 
in production. World supplies for the current 
crop year are estimated at the record level of 
5,400 million bushels, exceeding the previous 
peak ef 5,188 million bushels reported last 
season. These are the only two instances on 
record where supplies have surpassed 5,000 mil- 
lion bushels. Import requirements for the year 
are expected to be about the same as in 1938-39, 
about 600 million bushels. The quantities avail- 
able for export are considerably in excess of this 
total, so that under normal conditions little if 
any improvement could be expected in the posi- 
tion of wheat exporting countries, 

Prospects for the 1940 crop in the United 
States have been seriously reduced by the 
drought which has prevailed in the winter wheat 
belt over a period extending from three to five 
months with no sign of improvement as yet 
reported, The outlook for the winter wheat crop 
is officially reported to be one of the worst in 
the history of the country and the outturn is 
placed at only 389 million bushels. The pros- 
pective yield is the smallest since 1900 with the 
single exception of 1933 when 37612 million 
bushels were harvested. Some increase may be 
made in the area sown to spring wheat but 
unless weather conditions in the winter wheat 
states are exceptionally favorable and the crop 
shows strong recuperative powers, the total yield 
of wheat in the United States in 1940 may be 
considerably below domestic requirements, 
necessitating heavy inroads on the surplus built 
up from the 1938 crop. Under such circum- 
stances, the United States will not be an im- 
portant factor in the wheat export market dur- 
ing the coming season. 

The 1939 Canadian crop is officially esti- 
mated at 480 million bushels, with quality con- 
siderably higher than last year. This compares 
with 350 million in 1938 and a record yield of 
567 million bushels in 1928. Stocks carried over 
were slightly in excess of 100 million bushels, 
After domestic requirements are provided for, 
the surplus available for export and carry-over 
amounts to 450-475 million bushels, The disposi- 
tion of such a huge quantity would, under 
normal conditions, present a problem of no mean 
praportions, The Broomhall estimate for Cana- 
dian exports from August 1, 1939, to July 31, 
1940, was 184 million bushels, Should this not 
be exceeded, Canada would have upwards of 266 
million bushels of wheat still unsold when the 
new 1940 crop is being harvested. Autumn pre- 
cipitation in Western Canada was light, par- 
ticularly in Saskatchewan; the average for all 


On This Date

One hundred and forty years ago today 
(January 3, 1800), one of the most famous duels 
in Canadian history took place at York (Tor- 
onto). It was between John Small, clerk of the 
executive council, and Hon, John White, attor- 
ney-general. The circumstances have been told 
by Mr. Justice W. R. Riddell, of the court of 
appeals, 

Small was tried at York for murder Jan. 20, 
1800, when the jury returned a verdict of “not 
guilty.” White left a widow and three children, 
One of his sons entered the Royal Navy; the 
other joined the army; both had notable careers 
and wiped out the stain on their father’s honor 
by their own courage and fidelity to duty, But 
earlier they, with their mother, suffered the 
greatest distress, thus again proving that the sins 
of the father ure oft visited upon the hapless 
children. Eventually Mrs. White was given a 
grant of wild land, which enabled her to pro- 
ceed to England.

In a mild, chronic case of “sick”

plan to give the patient relief

A five day fast should be tried. 
with one daily enema being taken, 
the patient being instructed to use 
one of the acid fruit juices while 
fasting. Pineapple juice, grapefruit 
juice, or orange or tomato juice 
may be used, with one 8-ounce glass 
of the juice being taken every 2 
hours while the patient is awake 
While the patient may vary the 
fasting regime by using a different 
juice from day to day, it is advisable 
to use only one kind of juice on 
any given day.

LEADERS SEE 
GOOD FUTURE 
FOR DOMINION 


Canada Will Contribute 
Heavily To Successful 
Waging Of War 


MONTREAL, Jan. 53.—Confid- 
ence that Canada will safely 
weather the economic storms of 
the war is expressed by Dominion 
and provincial cabinet ministers, 
industrialists and financiers writ- 
ing in the Montreal Gazette's an- 
nual commercial and financial 
review, published today. 

And looking back on 1939, these 
leaders agree that the year was one 
of the most momentous in Canadian 
history. They contrast the Dominion 
of today with that of 1914 and point 
out that the new outbreak of war 
found Canada vastly stronger and 
a more resourceful country than 25 
years ago. 


TRADE INCREASES 

Hon. E. D. Euler, trade minister, 
writes that 1939 was momentous 
from the viewpoint of economic de- 
velopment, Canada’s external trade 
increased substantially while econ- 
omic progress was “unmistakably 
maintained throughout the year.” 
He says that Canada’s geographical 
position, her abundance of raw mat- 
erials and efficient industrial facil- 
ities will enable the Dominion to 
“contribute heavily to the success- 
ful waging of the war.” 

From Hon. J. G. Gardiner, agri- 
culture minister, comes word that 
agriculture finished 1939 in “a bet- 
ter position than it has been for 
several years.” As to the war, he 
says that agriculture “promises to 
be a vital factor.” Farmers, ne 
writes, will be urged to pursue 
their war efforts with an eye to 
“promoting better agriculture.” 

Hon. J. E. Michaud, minister of 
fisheries, reports improvement in 
Canada's export trade in fisheries 
products during the first 10 months 
of 1939. The advance was due, he 
says, to increased sales to the Un- 
ited Kingdom and the United States, 


RAIL EARNINGS UP 

R. K. Martin, secretary of the 
Newsprint Association of Canada, 
reports that the newsprint industry 
faces 1940 in a “relatively strong 
position.” Canadian mills showed 
“moderate gains” during the first 
eight months of 1939. 

Sir Edward Beatty, president of 
Canadian Pacific Railway Company, 
and S. J. Hungerford, president of 
Canadian National Railways, say 
their companies showed improved 
earnings last year. They agree the 
outlook for 1940 is encouraging, 


Registration of cars in October 
and November of 1939 was 20 per 
cent above that in the same months
